CENTRAL CRIMINAL COURT 
MISTRESS’S LOSS. 


JURY DISAGREES IN £50 


_ THEFT CHARGE. . 

., (BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA, 

The jury failed to agree to a verdict in 
the case of Frances Daniels, a domestic 
servant, who was charged with the theft 
of £50 from her mistress, Mrs. Denning, 
Elgin road, Dublin, on the 30th ult. The 
defendant was allowed out, being admitted 
to bail. 

Mrs. Denning stated that she had had 
the £50 in an envelope in a writing table 
drawer for months. When she missed the 
money the defendant said, “ That's unfor- 
tunate,” and left the next day. 

Mary Breen, another servant, gave evidence 
that, at about 5.30 o'clock on the morning 
after the money was missed, she saw the 
defendant get up and go out, into the yard. 
A pound note was afterwards found in the 
yard. 

Evidence was given that when charged 
the defendant said, “ I know nothing at all 
about it.’’ Some of the money, £12, was 
returned, being put into the letter box, but 
she denied having any knowledge of that. 

The defendant, examined, denied having 
taken the money, and stated that she had 
been empleyed previously by solicitors and 
others, and had never had any complaint 
made against her. In one place she had 
remained for fourteen years. She produced 
testimonials from her previous employers. 


MISPLACED TRUST. 

Laurence Delaney (23), grocer’s porter, was 
found guilty of stealing £5 2s. 6d. from 
2 Church street, the residence of Marcella 
Grattan, on the 30th April last, and was 

sentenced to two months’ imprisonment. 
From the evidence for the prosecution it 
Ns: that the prisoner stole two bottles 
of port wine from his employer, Mr, Joseph 
Fagan, and offered thein for sale to Mrs.

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DUBLIN DISTRICT COURT 
ALTERED LICENCE. 


MOTORIST’S ATTEMPT TO 
EVADE RENEWAL. 
BEFORE MR. CUSSEN.) 

Patrick Tierney, Upper Oriel: street, was 
charged with forging and feloniously uttering 
a motor driver's licence and with driving 

without a licence. 

Guard John C. McConnell said that the 
defendant presented a licence for registratidn 
at the Carriage Office which purported to have 
been paid for the year 1926-1927. Noticing 
that it had been altered, the witness made 
inquiries, and found that the licence had been 
issued for the year 1925-1926. When chal- 
lenged, the defendant admitted altering the 
licence and said that he did so because he had 
not the full amount to pay for a renewal. 

Mr. J. V. Brady, solicitor, for the defend- 
ant, said that the original licence was issued 
to Tierney for the year 1925-26, but he had 
not a car during that period. He had bought 
a car since, and foolishly altered the licence. 
He had served in the British Army and in the 
National Army, and had a good character. 

The defendant was fined £2. 


RESTAURANT “' SCENE,” 

Samuel Rosenberg, Victoria street, South 
Circular road, was charged with assaulting 
Miss N. O'Callaghan in the Broadway Soda 
Fountain, Sackville street, on Monday after- 
noon, when she endeavoured to detain him 
for the purpose of getting paid. 

Evidence was given by a waitress that the 
defendant ordered food, for which the bill was 
2s. 8d., but denied having been served with a 
meal and ran away. In doing so he pushed 
the manageress, Miss O'Callaghan, out of the 
way, and she fell. 

Miss 0’Callaghan having given evidence, 
The defendant was placed on probation, his 
sister undertaking to look after him. He 
agreed to pay 10s. to the restaurant and to 
put 10s. in the poor box. 


DUBLIN CIRCUIT COURT 
STOPPED PAYING RENT. 


EJECTMENT ACTION AND 
COUNTER-CLAIM. 
Anastasia Doyle, of 26 Mountpleasant 
square, Ranelagh, sought to eject Daniel 
Coughlan from the ground floor of that house, 
which is held by the defendant at 20s. a 
week. No rént had been paid since Novem- 

ber 13th, 1925. 

The premises were originally let to the de- 
fendant on October 15th, 1920, but the Court 
held that a new tenancy, including an addi- 
tional room, had been created as from June 
20th, 1923. 

The tenant, in a separate civil bill, claimed 
£81 12s., alleged to have been paid by him 
prior to the new tenancy in excess of the 
amount perimtted by the Rent Act of 1920, 
which was then in force. In a third proceed: 
ing, the tenant sought, by an originating ap- 
plication, to have the standard rent deter- 
mined. 

Evidence having been given, Mr. William 
Black (instructed by Mr. Albert Woodcock), 
for the tenant, contended that he was en- 
titled to set off against the rent now due to 
the landlord not only the excess paid over 
the permitted rent from October 15th. 1920. 
to June 20th, 1923, but also the increase over 
the standard rent, which was 8s. a week. For 
the last contention, he relied on the Rent 
Act, 1926, Section 7 (3). In either case, the 
amount due to the tenant more than wiped 
out the rent owed, and éhe ejectment must be 
dismissed. 

Mr. Norman Kough (instructed by Mr. T. 
J. Furlong), for the landlord, Mrs. Doyle, 
contended that there was no reliable evidence 
of the 1914 standard rent, as the lettings 
were different, and that the tenant could now 
claim no refund of rent previously paid, The 
tenant, therefore, owed a sulstantial sum for 
arrears of rent, and the landlord was entitled 
to an order for possession. 

Judge Pigot, after hearing a protracted 
legal argument on the several Rent Acts, said 
that he would reserve judgment on the ques- 
tion raised by Mr. lack as to the excess 
ever the standard rent. He fixed the original 
standard rent at 8s. up till June 20th, 1923, 
and thé standard rent for the future at 8s. 
6d. He also held over the question of the 
ejectment in so far as it rested on the ques- 
tion of non-payment of rent.

LAND TRUST’S EJECTMENT 
PROCEEDINGS.

The Irish Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Land Trust 
brought ejectment proceedings against a 
number of their tenants, occupiers of cottages 
at Killester Garden Village. 

It was stated that these cottages were let 
to ex-Service men, active service in the Army 
or Navy during the Great War being a con- 
dition necessary for the granting of a 
tenancy. The original rent of the cottages, 
16s. a week, was now reduced to 10s. 6d. 

Captain J. C. de Lacy, M.C., Supervisor, 
proved the amounts of rent due in the several 
cases, and stated that in some of the cases 
the arrears amounted to £40 and over. The 
Trust, he added, had no desire to treat the 
defendants harshly. 

Judge Pigot granted decrees in all the 
Cases, allowing a stay of execution in those 
cases where tenants were aking an effort to 
wipe out the arrears. 

r. J. H. Montgomery, solicitor, appeared 
for the Trust. The defendants were not pro- 
fessionally represented.

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SURVEY.|CARDINAL O’DONNELL’S 


RETURN. 
GREAT WELCOME IN ARMAGH. 


A great reception was given to Cardinal 
O'Donnell in Armagh last night on his return 
from the Eucharistic Congress. Accompanied 
by his chaplain, the Rev. Patrick Finnigan, 
Administrator, Armagh, His Eminence arrived 
by the 5.30 train from Dublin, and was met 
at the station by the Reception Committee, 
nambering seventy. 

As he walked from the station to his car, 
thé Cardinal had an ovation from a very large 
number of people, accompanied by bands, who 
were in waiting. A procession was formed 
and moved off towards the Palace. The route 
was decorated with flags. 

At the Cathedral Cardinal O'Donnell was 
received by the Right Rev. Monsignor Quinn, 
Dean of Armagh, and the Rev. Patrick 
O'Leary, C.M. 

ADDRESS FROM THE PEOPLE. 
Mr. P. J. MeGarvey, Hon. Secretary to 
the Reception Committee, read an address 
from the Catholics of Armagh Parish, greet- 
ing his Eminence upon his safe return. 

THE CARDINAL’S REPLY. 

Replying to the address, Cardinal 0’ Donne}! 
expressed his pleasure that he was back again 
with them in Armagh, and his joy was 
enhanced by the great and  wonder- 
ful demonstration of welcome which 
they had given him. He described the 
Eucharistic Congress as a glorious success. 
Although America was a land of very 
different religions, yet on au sides the feel- 
ing. of respect for the Eucharistic Congress 
throughout all its proceedings was most 
marked and most gratifying. - 

America was a wonderful country to those 
who visited it for the first time. With all 
the nations that poured into it, America 
retained a wonderful individuality of its own 
among the many peoples of the world. 
Whether it was the soil, the air, the schools, 
or the Government, or the history of America 
that brought about the result, all peoples 
were assimilated ini» one, and that one was 
a mighty human organisation with a great 
purpose and a great life of its own. ‘There 
was no foundation ;or attributing a worldly 
spirit to america in any. particular way 
unless someone took it into his head to 
identify worluimness with greatness and suc- 
cess. No, America had its mind set on 
intellectual and material greatness, but it was 
also determined not to let religion lag behind. 
There was abroad in that free land a feeling 
of reverence for God, as well as recognition of 
the rights of man, that gave religion a 
splendid char: > to sanctify and to save. 

It would be difficult to overstate the part 
that Ireland has had—the faith of Ireland—in 
bringing about that splendid religions achieve- 
ment in the very centre of the great American 
Continent, and when he said the religion and 
faith of Ireland, surely he meant the relicion 
and faith spread in Ireland by St. Patrick, 
and closely identified with the ancient city 
of Armagh. 

One word more, the Cardinal said. You 
have to work hard in Ireland for your living. 
and in that great country where so many 
opportunities have been opened for our people, 
and where really there seems to be an open- 
ing for everyone of energy, people have to 
work harder. Sometimes we in these later 
years are inclined almost to weep under the 
divisions that have rent us. America, in its 
past history, knew worse divisions than any 
of ours, and to-day it is deep down in the 
American heart to utter a praver that, 
through the mercy of God, all divisions will 
be healed in peace, goodwill, and unity 
throughout the land by the healing hand of 
God Himself. 


TRAMWAY COMPANY’S 
LEASE. 


ARRANGEMENT WITH URBAN 
COUNCILS LIKELY. 


It is considered likely that the four urban 
councils which have hitherto stood out 
against the extension of the lease to the 
Dublin United Tramway Company for a 
further period of thirty years from 1939 will 
row modify their attitude, and the next 
session the company will be in a position to 
introduce their bill into the Dail in connec- 
tien_wita the proposed Lucan extension. 

Negotiations between the company and the 
councils concerned took place some time ago, 
during ‘which the lattgr proposed that the 
company should make certain grants to the 
councils for the purposes of road-widening 
and the improvement of corners. The Rath- 
mines: and Pembroke Councils asked for 
£2.000 each: Kingstown Urban Council asked 
for £1,000, and Dalkey Council for £250, and 
in return the counals were to agree to the 
extension of the lease. It seems, however. 
that the directors of the company turned 
down the proposals. 

The representatives of the councils then 
approached the Local Government Depart- 
ment, and set out in a letter that if the 
Department made certain grants to the 
various urban areas, to be expended uncon- 
ditionally on the roads, they would under- 
take to recommend their councils to modify 
their demands on the Tramway Company. 

THE GRANTS TO THE COUNCILS. 

These grants have now been made to all 
the urban councils in the Dublin County area, 
and the Local Government Department has 
bv letter informed the councils of the fact. 
The following are the grants which have 
been made:—Blackrock. £1.802; Dalkey, 
£680; Kingstown, £3,254; Howth, £689; 
Killiney and Ballybrack, £585; Pembroke, 
£5.142; Rathmines and Rathgar, £6,786, 
making a total of £18,925. 

It should be made ciear that the Depart- 
ment has issued these grants unconditionally, 
and with no reference whatever to the 
attitude of the four councils concerned to the 
extension of the Tramway Company's lease. 
It was officially slated vesterday that if the 
councils see fit to modify their attitude in 
ihe matter. that is their own business, but 
the grants were certainly not made on that 
condition.

THE PLIGHT OF IRISH 
AGRICULTURE. 
TO THE EDITOR OF TILK IRISH TIMES. 
Srn,;—That Irish agriculture is in a very 
critical condition must be admitted. That it 
need not necessarily be so must also be admitted, 
in the light of our imperfect economic know- 
ledge. At any rate, it seems desirable to con- 
sider how matters may be ameliorated, and I 


take this opportunity of doing so. In the 


first place, 1 put it to the Farmers’ Union 
that they should extend their activities so as 
to ce Á economic and marketing sections in 
their organisation, with the collaboration, if 
possible, of the Government. I also suggest 
that there should be periodical meetings in 
Dublin, so that members can bring forward 
proposals and public discussions may be held 
on matters affecting agriculture. 

At present the commercial side of agricul- 
ture is very much neglected by the producer, 
and no information is forthcoming, in the 
Trish Trade Journal or elsewhere, about 
marketing possibilities in other countries, or 
the seasonal supply or demand of live-stock 
and other agricultural commodities, particu- 
larly out of the Free State. Besides this, 
there are many economic problems connected 
with Irish agriculture which require elucidat- 
ing, and which at present seem to receive no 
attention. In this respect I mention the exist- 
ing relationship between the producer and the 
sheltered worker who depends on him. 
Sheltered workers are immune from foreign 
competition, and most of them conspire 
together to keep up the price of services 
rendered by -them to the general public. In 
this connection it is well to consider the posi- 
tion of the professional classes, official retailers 
and middlemen, 

Agricultural producers, on the other hand, 
are exposed to foreign competition, which is 
equivalent toaconspiracy to keep down prices. 
Admitting that this must be inevitable, at any 
rate to some extent, one must also bear in 
mind the constant risk of animal disease, crop 
failures, climatic uncertainty, over and under 
production, and last, but not least, price in- 
Stability due to money market factors. In 
spite of the heavy fluctuations in the money 
value of his produce, due to the foregoing 
influences, the farmer is compelled to pay hig 
fixed charges on his. land and income in the 
form of rates and taxes, and is handicapped 
to this extent in competition for world trade. 
Rates and taxes cannot be passed on to the 
consumer by the producer, and the middleman 
knows how to take care of himself. 

The most cursory analysis of the economic 
position of agriculture and other productive 
enterprises shows that, while they are the 
very basis of national existence, they are 
handicapped in every conceivable way as com- 
pared with sheltered and dependent occupa- 
tions. Is there any inherent reason why the 
professional classes, for instance, should make 
a better living than the producer on whom 
they live” It has come to be considered in 
the old world that farmers must always be 
rough, uncultured people, and should, there- 
fore, occupy an inferior position to those who 
live on them in the towns. As a matter of 
fact. agriculture is probably the most complex 
of all callings, most exacting in scientific 
knowledge, demanding constant attention and 
acute jiidgment, necessitating comparative 
isolation and abstinence from the pleasures 
and conveniences of town life. This isolation 
of the farmer. needless to say, puts him at an 
insuperable disadvantage, as cOmpared with 
all other callings, in what concerns buying 
and selling, marketing requirements and com- 
mercial intelligence of all regulating 
supply to demand, etc. 

Owing to the great strides made in the 
cotton and other manufacturing industries in 
England during ‘the last century, and the 
wonderful mechanical inventions that have 
been made, manufacturing and commerce have 
assumed a privileged position in 
estimation. The production of food and raw 
materials has been made subservient to the 
interests of manufacturing, and the economic 
position has got out of gear. Now, however, 
the manufacturing field in England and other 
countries is nearing saturation, and it seems 
that a readjustment of ideas and methods will 
be necessary. Agriculture once more will he 
given a fighting chance economically. Also, 
the Lancashire political doctrine of (/arssez 
faire, though, perhaps, suitable for an incipient 
cotton-manufacturing industry, is not neces- 
Sarily suitable under all other economic con- 
ditions. In effect civilisation is not limited by 
creed or party politics. One of its principal 
olijectives is the harnessing of nature and the 
elimination, as much as possible, of those 


sorts, 


pe ipular 


factors which are uncontrollable or adverse to 
human welfare. : : 

Such being the case, it is difficult to see 
what justification there can be for a political 
system of f/aissez fatre in the economic: pro- 
blems facing the produeer, when such is not 
the case in what concérns the sheltered worker. 
Unregulated supply and demand should not be 
left as the wake basis of production, and 
Governments should make every endeavour to 
redress the economic balance, which, if left to 
itself, mest inevitahly continue unfavourable 
to the prime producer, and, therefore, also to 
the creation of real wealth.— Yours, etc.,

IRELAND AND TOURISTS, 

TO THE EDITOR OF THY IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—The letter signed by Mr. Edward 
Bohane is worthy of special consideration by 
everyone who has at heart the attraction to 
the Irish Free State of inereasing numbers 
of tourists and holiday-makers. Would it 
not be possible to make practical use of Mr. 
Bohane’s advice by raising a fund of about 
£1,000, as he suggests, and putting the 
scheme into immediate operation, if possible 
under the guidance. of Mr. Bohane himself, 
provided that he could be persuaded to 
supervise? ‘here must be a large number 
of people who, like the writer, feel that the 
beautiesmagd attractions of this country as 
a holiday” ground are most inaedquately 
advertised to the world at large, and in par- 
ticular to Great Britain; and it must surely 
be possible to raise, without much difficulty, 
the £1,000 which has been. mentioned as the 
cost of the suggested scheme. 

When one thinks of the large number ‘of

The situa 
tion. is now rapidly changing, but your reader's 
can sce a reason for careful handling. 

It is a great matter of satisfaction to those 
who have always had the interesis of ex- 
Service men at heart to know that the one 
piece of legislation applicable to all Ireland 
is the Land Trust, and that our brave, but,

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GALLANTRY AT SEA. 
. aeasa a - seó aba — 
GALWAY MEN WHO RISKED 
THEIR LIVES. 

In connection with the presentation by 
President Cosgrave at: Galway on Monday 
last of awards to those who made gallant 
endeavours to save the crews of the trawlers 
Tenby Castle and Cardigan Castle, which 
foundered off the coast of Galway in February 
last, the Rev. J. Quigley, Dunganstown 
Rectory, Wicklow, writes :— 

““ As one with local knowledge, a few words 
from me about the wreck and its sequel 
might be of interest to vour readers, 
especially in view of the distributjon of 
awards in Galway. The gale was the most 
terrific in recent years. Captain Welborn, of 
the Tenby Castle, said that it was the worst 
experience that he had for 27 years. The 
fishing fleet had got out of touch with the 
Tenby Castle, and the Cardigan Castle was 
sent in search of her. On the 16th February, 
very early in the morning, the Tenby Castle 
got wrecked on the rocks to the north-west 
of Inishturk Island. The crew got into the 
boat after she had almost drifted away from 
them, and two hours after the disaster thew 
were rescued three miles to the north-east of 
the island hy Thomas O'Malley and his son. 
James (O'Malley, assisted by their cousin, 
Martin Prendergast. O’Malley is not an 
islander, but happened to be weather-bound 
there in his weekly visit with the mails. 


“ VENTURED OUR LIVES." 

“In a letter to me on the 26th April he 
wrote: ‘Now me and my son and a ‘cousin of 
mine, Prendergast from Turk, no mistake 
ventured our lives in a terrific sea, 3 miles 
north-east of Inishturk, and saved 12 men from 
the Tenby Castle and brought them safely 
to the shore.’ 

“ He points out that just two hours before 
that, the captain, having been obliged to run 
for shelter under the land, had lost his ship 
of 400 tons. This may enable us to realise 
what dancer he faced in a canoe of 20 or 25 
ewt. in the terrible stretch of open sea be- 
tween Inishturk and Clare Island The boat 
of the Tenby Castle was in danger of founder- 
ing, as she leaked badly and ne@ded con- 
tinuous baling. 


CAPTAIN’S GIFT. 

“ Here a document written and signed by 
the captain of the Tenby Castle will he of 
interest :— 

““17 Feb., 1926. 

““*'To whom this may concern. ‘ 

ee That I request you to give in charge of 
Thomas O'Malley the small boat belonging to 
the lost trawler, Tenby Castle, of which he 
has first claim for salvage by saving both 
beat and crew of the above said vessel. The 
dimensions are 15 feet long, 7 feet beam, 
2 oars, and no name or mark whatsoever 
attached to same. 

‘““* Signed’ by my hand this day, 17th of 
Feb., 1926, W. Welborn, Skipper under 
orders of the Board of Trade.’ ”’ 

“One can see from the dimensions of the 
crazy boat, with its two oars, what chance 
of escape the crew had in such a sea but 
for O’Malley’s intervention. After a few 
hours’ rest the rescued men prevailed on 
O'Malley to venture on the same boiling 
cauldron in his little mail packet in order 
to get to Renogle. from which they could 
communicate with their friends. Two or three 
of them had already ventured in their little 
boat after it was a bit overhauled. O'Malley 
writes : 

RETURN IMPOSSIBLE. 

“* That day we came to Killery. When 
between Turk and the 
mainland the skipper said return. But to 
return was then impossible. He said that it 
is enough for the best lifeboat afloat to do 
the work, With the breakers on both sides 
of us it was furious, [ would give a thousand 
pounds to be on land,’ 

“In my letter in your columns at the end 
of February I suggested that O’ Malley should 
be empleyed to explore the islands. I did 
not know at the time that already he had 
become the Hamlet in the plav. The owners 
of the Tenby Castle presented the ship’s boat 
io him, with a small ney reward. He is 
a very brave, resourceful man, and deserves 
rauch more recognition than he has received. '

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“DR. CHARLES WOOD. 

Music suffers a very real loss in the death 
of Dr. Charles. Wood, Professor of Music 
at Cambridze. Dr. Wood was in his sixty- 
first vear. He had been in ill-health for 
some time. About three weeks ago he under- 
went an operation in a nursing home at 
Cambridge, and there, on Monday last, he 
died. 

Charles Sir Charles Villiers 
Stanford, he succeeded in the Chair 
of Music, was an . the son of a 
Lay Vicar in Armagh Cathedral, he received 
his early education in the Cathedral School, 
and when but sixteen years of age he won 
a foundation scholarship in the Royal Cellege 
of Music, London. 

Wood played a part no less remarkable 
than that of Stanford in the musical renais- 
sance of the past thirty vears. If his name 
was not so well known as the names of 
Stanford and Parry, the explanation may be 
found in his rare modesty: he does not figure 
even in ‘‘ Who's Who.” Unrivalled among 
teachers, he possessed as well the gift of 
ready and diversified and singularly happy 
composition 

The late Rev. E. 8S. Roberts early per- 
ceived Wood's yifts, and put his judgment to 
the test having him elected Fellow 
of Gonville and Caius College, Cam- 
bridge, in 1894—the first time that a 
Cambridge College awarded a Fellow- 
ship for music alone. Already, however, 
Charles Wood was organist of the College and 
his duties there, and as Lecturer in Harmony. 
and afterwards as Professor at the Royal 
College of Music, London, made fall call 
mpon his time. The *‘ Scales Club,” which 
he founded in 1896, gave marked encourage- 
ment to musical culture at Cambridge. 

In the field of composition Charles Wood's 
harvest was of smaller measure than that of 
either Parry or Stanford, but its quality was 
of the finest, and it. bore the fruit and 
fragrance of his individuality. No man has 
tceuched our Irish music with a surer hand, 
and none has set it forth with a more 
luminous and loving insight. How happy, 
also, is that wedding of romance and realism 
which he reveals in ‘‘ Ethiopia Saluting the 
Colours.”” Then there are ‘‘ The Dirge of 
the Two Veterans,”’ “Full Fathom Five,” 
his Passion teusic and other works, which 
shcw the many-sided aspects of his genius. 
Nor must one overlook that one-act opera on 
an episode from ‘‘ Pickwick,’’ which so de- 
lighted students of the Royal College of 
Music. 

Charles Wood's. work was as lovable as he 
limsclf was sensitive. He married, in 1898, 
Charlotte Georgina, daugliter of Captain W. 
. Wills-Sandford, of Castlerea, County Ros- 
commou. His elder son, Patrick, a flying 
offcer, was killed in the war. He himself is 
survived'hw a son and three daughters.

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MINORITIES. 


VIEWS: AT WOMEN’S 
PEACE CONGRESS 


ARCHBISHOP’S HOPE. 


—_— 


The subject discussed at last night’s 
meeting in Univérsity College, Dublin, by 
the Women’s International League Con- 
gress, at which Miss Catherine Marshall 
{International Executive) presided, was 
the relations of majorities and minorities. 

During the discussion a speaker from 
the Free State paid a tribute to | the 
Government for their fair treatment of the 
minority in the twenty-six counties. 


ARCHBISHOP AND PEACE, 

At the outset a letter was read from the 
Archbishop of Dublin, Dr. Gregg, in the 
course of which he wrote :— 

““[ trust that the deliberations of the Inter- 
national Conference now assembled in Dublin 
will be fruitful in the cause of peace, The 
civil population is marked out in increasing 
measure for attack in-the next great armed 
conflict, and for this reason it is of vital im- 
portance that women, as representing the civil 
population in one great department at least of 
its being, should claim to be heard in regard 
to the moral aspect of the entire question. 
We have not vet reached the point of agree- 
ment by all that war is always avoidable ; 
but women can do much towards the limita- 
tion of the result to war.’’ 

DELEGATES’ REPORTS. 

The President, as delegate from the 
Woman s National Party of America, described 
her experiences while travelling round the 
world on a mission of peace. She met with 
nothing hut kindness and consideration, and 
was able to visit certain places in China where 
gunboats and armed men were unable to go. 

Mme. Yella Hertzka (Austria) reported on 
the relations of: majorities. and minorities. in 
her country, which had commenced thé Great 


ar. 

Mile. Beuny Cederfeld (Denmark) and 
Milena [llova (Czecho-Slovakia), from their 
respective points of view, contended that the 
influences of a strong and wise minority had 
been found to he ‘beneficial. in guiding the 
most effective work accomplished by 
majorities. 

Dr. Hilda Clarke (Standing Committee on 
Minorities) said that, remembering how much 


misery and suffering had prevailed throughout 


the world, it was most important, that they 
should never lose sight of the important bear- 
ing on the subject of the vital question of 
minorities and majorities in regulating the 
peace and liberty of civilisation, She referred 
to the treaties signed by Governments giving 
a certain amount of freedom to people of 
other reces living within their territories. 
Italy did not sign a treaty regarding minorities. 
but her statesmen gave an undertaking at the 
end of the war that a certain amount of free- 
dom would be given to the German-speaking 
part of the population. 
TRIBUTE TO FREE STATE. 

Mr. Bolton C. Waller said that. speaking 
as one of a minority in Ireland, he desired ‘te 
say a word. There was a minority in Ireland 
which was usually defined as a religious, and 
not a political, one.- He merely expressed 
his own individual views, and spoke as one 
of the Protestants of the Irish Free State, 
but he thought that thev in the minoritv 
were not stressed cr ill-treated in any wav 
by the majority.  Thev had. in fact, abso- 
lutely fair treatment since the Free State 
came into existence, and there had not been 
the slightest suggestion of discrimination as 
against the minority. (Hear, hear.) They 
did their best for the good of the State as 
a whole, and that was due.to the assurznces 
of fair play on the one hand, and the loyal 
acceptance of the new conditions on the other 
hand. If that had heen a --eceseful minority 
problem, there had been another problem 
which had been unsuccessfalivy dealt with in 
the North, with the result that they had the 
country split.- He made a strong appeal for 
a united Treland (Applause. ) 


CONDITIONS IN MACEDONIA. 

At a meeting field earlier in the day, Pr. 
M. L. Mileff, delerate from the Macedonian 
Women’s Union in Bulgaria. gave an account 
of the conditions in Macedonia, where the 
present régime of violence, it is stated, has 
for a goal the denationalisation, or even the 
extirpation, of the Macedanian population, 
for the most part Bnizarian.. Serbia and 
Greece are trving to drive the Bulasrians to 
emigrate. More than seven hundred thousand 
Macedonians have Jeft their homes becanse 
they have been deprived of the fundamenta! 
human rights by the treaties of peace. The 
Macedonian emigrants in the countries where 
they have found hospitality have formed 
associations whose aim is to obtain the 
autenomy of their country under the protec- 
tion of the League of Nations. 

Macedonian women appealed to 
women to help them to obtain the 
mental human rights fo achieve the 
ing aims: Greece and Serbia must «declare 
an amnesty for all political crimes. Greece 
and Serbia must authorise the return to 
Macedonia of all professors, priests, bishops, 
lawyers, judges, physicians, engineers, oflicers 
—in short, all the intellectual class originating 
from Macedonia or whose parents were born 
there. Greece and Serbia must restore to 
the subject nationalities their churches, 
schools and libraries. Greece and Serbia 
must permit the publication ‘of newspapers 
and magazines in the languages of the ethnic 
minorities. These conditions, and granted 
the sincere carrying out of the treaties of 
St. Germain and Sévres on the protection of 
minorities, would ensure the return to their 
homes. of approximately three hundred 
thousand Bulgarian Macedonians scattered 
at present throughout Macedonia, America 
and elsewhere; of over two hundred and 
twenty thousand refugees in Bulgaria, and 
of nearly two hundred thousand ‘Lurkish, 
Valaque and Albanian. Macedonians living at 
present far from their country.

War Upon Weeds. 


The Free State Departinent of Agri- 
culture announces that compulsory powers 
will be exerted this year to compel the 
destruction of noxious weeds. It was high 
time that action on these lines should be 
taken. The years of disorder and the de- 
pression in agriculture have been followed 
by a culpable negligence in the care of 
farmers’ lands. Local authorities. more- 
over, during the general demoralisation, 
have neglected the exercise of the powers 
vested in them for the protection of the 
countryside from the carelessness or in- 
difference of land-occupiers who permit 
weeds to flourish unchecked. It is common 
to-day to see broad acres, which were tillod 
a few years ago, overrun with thistles and 
lying utterly idle, save in mischief. Later 
in the year the thistledown will rise from 
these fields and float like snowflakes 
through the air, to alight on better-cared 
lands and to increase the industrious 
farmer's toil. Weeds have multiplied 
while men have decayed, and their 
prevalence is the ugly symptom of our 
country people’s loss of faith and enter- 
prise. There are large areas in which 
obedience to the Department’s demand for 
the eradication of weeds wil] entail 
difficulty in the mustering of the necessary 
labour. There are land-occupiers to whom 
the order to clear their fields of weeds 
will seem almost as drastic as a command 
to resume tillage. In some districts, too, 
the strict enforcement of the roralaticns 
will involve almost a revolution in the 
popular habits. Farmers have been known 
to sow gorse for the production of cheap 
and rapidly-growing hedges, indifferent to 
the injury done to their neighbours by the 
multiplication of this prolific, although 
beautiful, weed. The Department's attack 
upon weeds implies a veritable overhauling 
of fields, turning grounds, hedges and 
roadsides. Observant eyes directed hereby 
to the contemplation of the state of our

THE SETTLEMENT 
EXPLAINED.

DEADLOCK REMOVED. 


Mr. Snc den, in the House of Commons 
vesterday, asked the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer if he could make any statement to 
the House in regard to the Anglo-French 
debt settlement. 

Mr. Churchill—A complete settlement, 
covering not only the French war debt, but 
virtually all outstanding accounts between 
Great Britain and France, was signed yester- 
day afternoon by M. Caillauxand by me. ‘The 
text of the agreement and its annexe will be 
in the Vote Office at six o'clock, but perhaps 
! may add a few words of comment and 
explanation. The agreement, in substance. 
conforms to .-.e partial agreement reached 
last August wita M. Caillauxy. That is to 
Say, that the war indebtedness of France to 
Great Britain should be discharged by sixty- 
two annuities of twelve and a half million 
pounds, or their equivalent. 

There remained several points outstanding, 
some of which were important, and upon a 
settlement of these the previous partial agree- 
ment depended. Of these points, the prin- 
cipal was the so-@alled safeguarding clause. 
Aili the French Governments have sought to 
insert into the agreement a clause which 
makes the continuance of the annuities to 
Great Britain dependent upon the reparation 
obtained by France from Germany under the 
Dawes Agreement. 

His Majesty’s Government felt that the 
annuities should rest upon the sole credit of 
France. The deadlock on this point has been 
complete since M. Caillaux was last here. 
We have finally agreed that, while there is no 


safeguard clause in the agreement, letters 
should be exchanged between the representa- 
tives of the two Governments, making it clear 
that in the event of a complete, or very 
serious, failure of German payments—which 
w see no reason to apprehend—France would 
ba entitled to ask fcr a reconsideration of the 
terms in the light of all the circumstances 
then prevailirg. We are therefore committed 
to the principle of reconsideration in such an 
eventuality. 


COUNTER-ARGUMENTS, 


It would, however, of course. be open to 
us to raise any Counter-arguments which may 
seem to arise upon, for instance, the simul- 
taneous injury which we ourselves should 
suffer by the failure of German reparations 
occurring during the continuance of our ob- 
ligations to the United States, and also upon 
what would be fair among nations which have 
been Allies in war, having regard to the 
actual financial and economic circumstances 
in which either of them may find themselves 
in that period. The point of reconsideration 
is, therefore, conceded, but it will be open 
to both sides to argue the case on the merits, 
and the result of the discussion is not pre- 
judged. The letters should, however, be 
studied in their actual text. 

A transier clause providing for delay within 
certain limits in making payments on account 
of exchange difficulties has been agreed to on 
the lines of that contained in the French 
debt settlement with the United States. There 
is a clause providing that in the event of 
British receipts from reparations and war 
debts exceeding at any time in the future 
what we shall have paid since the end of 
the war to the United States, the surplus 
shall be divided between the various Allied 
debtors in reduction of their future contri- 
butions. This conforms to the Balfour Note. 


and is identical with the provisions in the 
British-Italian debt settlement. We have 
also not asked for the delivery of bonds in 
a form suitable for sale in the market. It 
is true that the United States in all their 
agreements have taken power to obtain such 
bonds. But market operations in such obliga- 
tions would not, in any case, be easy, and 
as we have not at any time contemplated 


which we did not intend to use. 


THE MORATORIUM. 

There remains only the question of the 
moratorium, or, as it may be more in- 
telligibly ealied, the échelle, or ladder ot 
ascending payments, by which the total of 
12; million pounds a year is to be reached.

millions, as a non-interest-bearing debt, and 
we shall continue to credit France with 534 
millions of gold, as a non-interest-bearing 
debt, and the future adjustment of the situa- 
tion must be left to agreement between the 
two Governments, both of which remain per- 
fectly free.

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BATH CLUB SUED. 


RIGHT-TO EXPEL A’ 
MEMBER. 


ATTACK ON GLADSTONE 
RECALLED. 


-“ 


The expulsion of a member of the 
Bath Club by the Committee formed the 
basis of an action for damages, which came 
before Mr. Justice Horridge and a special 
jury. in the King’s Bench Division, 
London, yesterday. 

The Club was represented by Sir John 
Simon, K.C.; Mr. Jowett, K.C.%and Mr. 
Clements. 

Captain Peter Emanuel Wright, of 
Hallam street, Portland place, sued the 
Bath Club Co., Ltd., Dover street, London, 
alleging that he had been wrongfully ex- 
pelled from membership of the Club, and 
claimed damages accordingly. There was 
an alternative claim for alleged breach of 
contract. 

The Club, in their defence, pleaded that 
they were entitled to expel Captain 
Wright for conduct which .they alleged 
was considered by the Committee to be in- 
jurious to the character and the interests 
of the Club.

PLAINTIFF’S CASE. 


THE CLUB AND THEIR RULES. 

Mr. St. John Field, .for Captain Wright, 
said that it was the first case in which a 
member had claimed damages for his expulsion 
from a club. His complaint was that the 
Club had not even observed their own rules in 
expelling him. Captain Wright, added 
counsel, had been expelled upon charges 
which were never properly formulated, with- 
out hearing his evidence, and acting upon 
material which ought never to have been laid 
before them. He had been treated in an 
underhand way. 

Captain Wright was born in Paris. His 
father was a Yorkshireman, of Yeoman stock, 
a successful bookmaker and a great collector 
of books. Captain Wright was educated at 
Harrow and Balliol, where he was an exhibi- 
tioner. He obtained a full scholarship at 
seventeen, and after a short study of the law 
Be took to free-lance journalism, writing 
Signed articles. -He had written three books. 
the last of which, ‘* Portraits and Criticisms,’’ 
gave rise to the present action. 

THE REFERENCE TO GLADSTONE. 

Counsel explained that in “ Portraits and 
Criticisms ” Captain Wright wrote a passage 
criticising the late Mr. W. E. Gladstone, 
attributing to him the character of a hypocrite 
m matters of sex. When the book was pub- 
lished he received a letter describing him as 
‘‘a liar, a coward and a fool ” from Lord 
Gladstone. The letter provoked Captain 
Wright to a reply to Lord Gladstone, and he 
sent it also to the Press. On July 27th, 1925, 
Lord Gladstone’s letter was published, and 
also Captain Wright’s reply. Lord Gladstone 
then challenged Captain Wright to bring an 
action for Jibel. 

The passage in “ Portraits and Criticisms,’’ 
to which Lord Gladstone took exception, was 
‘his (Lord Salisbury’s) fastidious spirit was 
still further repelled by Liberalism, either in 
its members who worshipped God and 
Mammon with equal zeal, assigning to 
Mammon the inward service, and leaving God 
to content Himself with the outward _ profes- 
sions, or in its leader, Gladstone, who founded 
the great tradition since observed by many 
of his followers and successors with such pious 
fidelity in public, to speak the language of 
the highest and strictest principle, and in 
private to pursue and possess every sort of 
woman. 

THE CLUB NOTEPAPER. 

The Secretary of the Bath Club wrote to 
Captain Wright protesting against the use of 
the Bath Club notepaper in the course of his 
correspondence with Lord Gladstone. Captain 


annoyed with such use of the Club notepaper. 
and observing that he would refrain from 
using it. Then. on August 25, 1925, Captain 
Wright received another communication from 
‘the Club suggesting that he should resigr. 
By the rules of the Club, in case the conduct 
of any member, in the opinion of the Com- 
mittee or any twenty members, should be in- 
jurious to the Club, the Committee was em- 
powered after inquiry to recommend anv mem- 
ber to resign, and if the member did not 
comply within seven days the Committee 
could call a special Committee meeting and 
expel a member by ballot. 

Captain Wright saw no reason why he 
should resign, as no charge had been made 
against him. In October, 1925, he received a 
notification that the Committee had expelled 


him from the Club. 
The case was adiourned

THE NEW BUILDINGS. 

An effort is being made to have the new 
West Wing beside the front entrance to the 
Show premises, not completed, but in such a 
state by the day of opening of the Horse 
Show, August órd, that members of the 
Royal Dublin Society will be able to form 
a good idea of the final shape to be taken 
by the new Members’ building. Some of the 
rooms will not have been furnished by that 
time, but the wing will be open for inspection 
and use by members. 

The new provision will include a gentle- 
men’s reading-room, a smokeroom, a ladies’ 
writing-room, a ladies’ reading-room, and 
ladies’ and gentlemen’s cloakrooms. The new 
wing will be linked with the Members’ Hall 
by a corridor which will afford an exclusive 
approach for members to the hall for all 
meetings, lectures, recitals, and other events 
there. 

The library’ arrangements in the Members’ 
Hall are now complete, the shelves having 
been finished by the placing of subject-titles 
in artistic lettering across the top. 

IMPROVEMENTS IN THE GROUNDS. 

_ In the general premises and grounds various 
improvements have been made. Admirable 
as the arrangements are at Ballsbridge, the 
Society never deems finality reached. In 
the Jumping enclosure. in the grand stand 
area, further terracing has been introduced 
which will enable, perhaps, another 4,000 
Spectators to see the ring attractions in 
comfort. Additions ofa similar kind are being 
made also in the general enclosure, extending 
the terrace accommodation there by some 
2,000 places. It is recognised, however. that 
these provisions are unlikely to meet the 
demand for accommodation in the jumping 
enclosure, and one device that is in mind 
for future execution is the creation of open 
stands on the roof of the Anglesea Hall for 
the full length of the enclosure. 

Since the Spring Show the members’ stand 
near the entrance to the grand stand en- 
closure, has been given permanent roofing. 
Hitherto a canvas awning has met the case, 
but not to the Society’s satisfaction. 

THE TEA GARDENS. 

In the tea gardens at the back of the 
grand stand a further area has been given 
overhead covering, and it is estimated that 
between 1,500 and 2,000 persons can be 
accommodated there for tea at one time. 
The band stand at the tea gardens has been 
given a permanent construction since the 
Spring Show. 

The approach to the grand stand enclosure 
from the east end of the grounds will be 
new to visitors who were not at the Spring 
Show, when it was found to be a great 
convenience. The natural sequel to that pro- 
vision is now being afforded: an exit from 
the grounds to the road facing the head of 
Sandymount avenue. This will suit people 
who wish to go in Sandymount and Black- 


rock directions. _f 

The grounds, as a whole, as looking well,

WARMER WEATHER 
TO-DAY,

perature. 

As a matter of fact, the heat was not so 
intense as on Monday, the highest shade 
reading being 72, as compared with 76 on 
Monday... In the sun the thermometer when 
sheltered trom the breeze mounted to 101, 
but generally the sun temperature was below 
109. All those are street figures recorded by 
Messrs. Dixon and Hempenstall’s instru- 
ments. The greatest heat of-the dav was at 
about 4.50 p.m. ; 

The barometer indieates a continuance of 
the fine weather As on Monday, it re- 
mained steady at 51.1. There was a marked 
change in the visibility, for a heat haze half 
hid the nearer distances from the-city; which 
were very distinctly marked all day on Mon- 
day. 

As was noted yesterday morning, the 
highest recorded temperature in Dublin was 
on July 16th, 1876. By a curious coinci- 
dence, that particular dav of the year was 
very warm both in 1925 and 1924. In the 
latter year the shade reading. 75, was the 
highest for the year. and the same point was 
reached on July 16th of last year. 


VERY HOT IN ENGLAND.

COUNCIL MEETING IN A 
GARDEN. 

The heat wave shows no sign of wavering, 
and what is officially described as very warm 
weather. is to continue for, at any rate, a 
day or two. Yesterday many resorts in 
England had over twelve hours’ sunshine. 

While the maximum temperature at Sea- 
Jand and Liverpool was 85, Nairn, Bristol. 
Glasgow—where the 1916 record was equalled 
—and Bisley had 84, and London 82. which 
was one degree higher than Monday. The sun 
temperature at Bisley touched 143. 

At Bootle the heat was so oppressive in 
the Coroner’s court that. the Coroner and 
solicitors removed their coats. Warwick 
Town Council held its monthiy meeting in a 
garden. 

In the mining village of Pontyates. near 
Lianelly, an Army pensioner named James 
Jackson, aged 73, was overcome by the heat 
and fell dead.

The heat wave has been attended by the 
inevitable bathing fatalities. “Kenneth Sim- 
monite (17) disappeared unseen while swim- 
ming with numerous others at Llanellvy. A 
miner named Sidney Dean lost his life while 
bathing at Crimdon Dene, near Hartlepool, 
and Thomas Batty was drowned at Lancaster. 


DESTRUCTION OF WEEDS. 
een ie nema 
DEPARTMENT TO EXERCISE 
COMPULSORY POWERS. 
lu is announced that this season the ccm- 
puisory powers vested im the Free State De- 
partment of Agriculture are being used to 
require occupiers to destroy the weeds, prin- 
cipally thistle, ragweed, and dock, which are 
scheduled as ‘‘ noxious.” Inspectors are at 
work in every county in which the Weeds 

Act is 1 operation. 

An occupier of land who fails to destroy 
noxious weeds when required by the Depart- 
meni to do so, is liable to a fine not exceeding 
£5 for the first offence, and £10 for any sub- 
sequent offence. It is hoped that. this 
season farmers «< d other occupiers of land 
will take steps to destroy all harmful weeds 
as early as pcssible, so that the Department’s 
Inspectors may not find it necessary to report 
cases for prosecution. 

The time to destroy weeds, in order to 
prevent seeding, varies somewhat accord- 
ing to the nature of the season, 
the district, and the quality of the 
land. Generally speaking, however, thistles 
should be cut. before the end of July 
and ragweed a little later. Continuous 
efforts should, however, be directed to keep 
undesirable weeds in check, not only in tillage 
a pasture lands, but also in the hedges, 
headlands and waste corners. 

The surest way to exterminate ragweed 
and dock is by pulling, which can be done at 
any time before seeding. Damp weather is 
most favourable for this work. Care should 
be taken to remove the weeds, as, if left 
pulled in the fields, they are likely to com- 
plete the process of seeding. Where land is 
badly infested with weeds, eradication is 


more successful if cutting or ages, fe done 
twice in the season—viz., early in July and 
again befére September.

THE MACAULAY-GEARY

The third Test Maich ended at Leeds yes- 
terday in a draw. 

The chief features oí yesterday's play was 
fhe fine stand made by Geary and Macaulay, 
and free hitting by Chapman. 


England began the final stage oí the Test 
Match yesterday in a very precarious posi- 
tion, and with the prospect. of losing the 
game unless a big effort was made. With 
cight wickets down for 203 runs they were 
291 runs behind, and still required 142 to 
save the follow-on. They had to follow on. 
By tea time they had 156 runs on the board, 
with only one man out, in their second inn- 
hE: Thus they were out of danger. 

in the end the match, like those at 
Nottingham and Lord’s, had to be left urawn, 
and now only the encounters at Manchester 
and the Oval remain in which to decide the 
rubber; and whether England will regain pos- 
session of the mythical ‘‘ Ashes.’’ 


_ HEROES OF THE MATCH. 

While giving every praise to Hobbs and 
Sutclifie for a splendid first-wicket partner- 
ship, when England went in for the second 
time, it must be said that the honours of 
the day went to Macaulay and Geary, who 
by their great stand at the most critical 
period really saved the game. They had 
come together overnight when the eighth 
wicket went down at 182, and began their 
good work by keeping in for a very trying 
twenty minutes. But for their dogged’ re- 
sistance then, England might have been 
defeated. 

Macaulay had little success as bowler’ in 
his first Test Match against Australia, but

It is intelligible 
that the present Union Government, in 
accordance with a principle “which its 
members have repeatedly affirmed, should 
hesitate to nominate a Governor-General 
from among their own supporters ; but to 
such a practice, if adopted by each party 
in power, there would be obvious and 
weighty objections. We do not think 
South African opinion generally would 
favour it, and it is not a question which 
could usefully be raised by the South 
African delegates to’ the Imperial Con- 
ference without any mandate from. the 
Union Parliament.’’—(Per Press Associa- 
tion, copyright.

GARDEN PARTY. 


BRILLIANT SOCIAL

Mo... than a thousand guests attended 
the Garden Party given yesterday 
-at.the Viceregal Lodge by the Governor- 
General of the Free Siate: To 
diplomatic representatives, Ministers of 
the Government of the Irish Free 
State, members of the Senate “hd 
Dail, and persons prominent in social, 
official, professional and commercial life 
in the country were added delegates to 
the conference of the Women’s Inter- 
national League for Peace and Freedom, 
whose assembly in Dublin had afforded an 
occasion for the Party. 

Many of these delegates attended in 
picturesque costumes of their countries, 
and thus gave a distinctive note to the 
scene. Before their arrival, however, the 
spectacle already was a gay one, The 
proportion of young people present was 
larger than is usual at official or semi- 
official functions,. and, having regard to 
the brightness and heat of the day, bright 
colours clearly were in order for ladies’ 
dresses. A stranger, one might guess, 
would have admired the array of beautiful 
features enhanced by beautiful clothes.

PLEASURE FOR ALL. 

Guests, it. may be judged, found pleasure 
not only in their own enjoyment of the

Obviously this is a 
request which could not reasonably be 
refused, ‘ 

The conclusion at this moment of an agree- 
ment, of which the terms ‘are regarded in 
Great Britain as particularly generous, is 
frankly intended as an encouragement to the 
French people in the task of serious financial 
reform which now les before them. It is an 
act of fmendship, inspired by a sense of the 
permanent interests of the two countries, and 
of Europe generally. It ought hardly be 
necessary to reiterate the fundamental British 
conception. of the whole problem of the war 
debts, but on this occasion it is apposite. It 
has never been a British thesis that the parts 
played by the various. Allies in resisting 
German aggression should be tabulated ina 
balance sheet of crédits and debits, but the 
other principal creditor rejected our plan of 
all-round cancellation, and, therefore, we have 
modified it to the extent of asking from our 
debtors, including Germany, no more than is 
required to discharge our debt to the United 
States. 

Since the total debts owed to this country 


| amount to over £2,000.000.000. while the 


amount payable to the United States is less 
than £1,000,000,000, we have in effect de- 
cided to cancel over £1,000,000,000 as our 
financial contribution to the assistance of our 
Allies. It is to be hoped, at al] events, tha: 
the French Parliament will endorse the 
recognition which M. Caillaux expressed cn 
Monday of the singularly generous manner 
in which Great Britain has dealt with the 
war debt problem. ‘That’ recognition could 
best take the form of a prompt ratification 
of the agreement which was signed on 
Monday.

Captain Wedgwood Benn asked how far the 
safeguarding clause would involve a possible 
ultimate substitution of Germany for France 
as our debtor.

Of course, the figures 
could, in such case, hardly be revised in a 
direction more adverse to France, but we 
should be in a position to argue our side of 
the case.

QUESTION OF RECONSIDERA- 
TION RAISED. 

The following letters have 
changed between Mr. Churchill 
Caillaux :— 

Dean Mr. CHURCHILL —In assuming the 
responsibility of signing the agreement for 
the settlement of the French war debt to 
Great Britain, and thereby accepting the pay- 
ment of the annuities fixed on the sole credit 
of France, I feel bound to explain that, in the 
opinion of the French Government, the future 
possibility of making payments and transfers 
across the exchange of the amounts required 
to assure the fulfilment of the debt settle- 
ments with the United States and Great 
Britain, inevitably depends largely on the con- 
tinued transfer of receipts from Germany 
under the Dawes plan. If, therefore, for 
reasons outside the control of France, such 
receipts should cease completely, or to an 
extent greater than one half, a new situation 
would be created, and the French Government 
reserves the right, in such an event, of ask- 
ing the British Government to reconsider the 
decision in the light of all the circumstances 
then prevailing. It is subject to this express 
reservation that 1 am ready to sign the agree- 
ment which we have drawn up. 

J. CAILLAUx. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer replied : 

Dear Monsieur CAILLAUX,—L have received 
your letter of the 12th July. As I have 
explained, His Majesty’s Government must 
maintain the position that. the settle- 
ment which we have arrived at of 
the French war debt to this country 
depends, like that debt itself, on the 
sole credit of France. You will realise 
that in the hypothetical circumstances that 
you mention, Great Britain would already 
have suffered a diminution of the receipts 
from the Dawes scheme, which we have 
taken into account in arriving at the various 
debt settlements, and this is one of the 
factors which would have to be borne in 
mind in the event of any reconsidetation of 
the question being” desired by the French 
Government. Subject to this, I do not object 
to the statement that you make. In the 
event of any modification being made, I 
should expect, in order to secure equal 
treatment among creditors, that other 
creditors of France would take into considera- 
tion a corresponding modification of debts 
due to them.

, WEST MINSTER, Tuesday. 

It was much too hot at Westminster to-day 
for noisy arguments or cy of angry 
passion, and the question hour passed as 
calmly as. possible. In reply to a question 
by Commander civebyey ¢ regarding film 
bookings, the President of the Board of Trade 
said that ha could make no statement until 
he had the report of the Committee which is 
considering the question. The report might 
not necessarily involve legislation, and if 
agreement could be reached on this vexed 
question, so much the better. oe 

Mr. Churchill, replying to a question put 
by Sir Joseph Nall, said that he was aware 
that in some cases the clcoholic content in 
imported cider exceeded that of certain 
classes of beer, but the duty on cider was 
repealed as recently as 1923, and his roposals 
for taxation for the current year had already 
been laid before the House. Imported cider 
containing spirit, not as a, result of the 
natural fermentation of the apples, did not 
escape taxation, because there was a duty 
on the spirit content. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer, at the 
close of the question hour, made a statement 
on the result of M. Caillaux’s mission, which 
we print on page 7 of this issue. 


PUBLIC HEALTH, 


Mr. Neville Chamberlain, in introducing 
a vote of £18,117,048 in respect of the Minis- 
trv of Health, was able to assure the House 
that the housing problem was well on the 
way towards haite, The arrears which 
accumulated during the war were very rapidly 
being overtaken, and he quoted figures show- 
ing that whereas before the war the er 
number of houses erected yearly was 61, 
in England, Wales, and Scotland, the number 
for the year ended March last was 173,000, 
which included 153,700 working-class dwell- 


ings. 

National health, on the whole, was satisfac- 
tory. Medical aid through the medium of the 
Health Insurance system, had proved of 
great value, but he attached greater impor- 
tance to the steps taken to secure the purity 
of food and drink. This, he said, was of 
greater value than the tons of drugs and 
medicine which were swallowed every year. 
In certain directions, however, a great deal 
had still to be done. The deaths from cancer 
last year reached 1,336 per million, which 
meant that 50,000 persons died from this 
cause alone. It had been estimated that one 
out of every seven persons who reached the 
age of 30 succumbed to cancer. The cause of 
cancer had not yet been definitely established, 
but there was no doubt that early diagnosis 
of the disease was of the greatest value in 
effecting a cure. 

He confessed to a feeling of anxiety as to 
the increase of smallpox in the country. In 
1922 the cases numbered 973, whereas in the 
first six months of this year alone the figure 
was 5,500. It was much to be regretted that 
there were still so many people who refused 
to regard vaccination with a fair and open 
mind. At the present time inoculation was 
employed as a means of securing immunity 
from seventy different diseases. 

Mr. Greenwood moved the reduction of the 
vote by £100 as a protest against the 
administration of Poor Law relief. He 


asserted that the scale laid down by the 
Ministry of Health was inadequate, cruel 
and heartless. Captain Wedgwood Benn also 
dealt with this topic. He accused the 
Government of partiality, in order to bring 
pressure to bear upon the miners, 

The motion for reduction of the vote was 
negatived, and the debate was adjourned. 


LORDS AND THE RECENT 
DISTURBANCES. 


Earl Beauchamp, in the House of Lords, 
called attention to the disturbances created 
at the Bar of the House on Thursday last 
by members of the House of Commons duri 
the Royal Commission and the division, pr 
asked the Government whether they proposed 
to take any steps in the matter. ~ 
_The Marquis of Salisbury said that a ques- 
tion was put in the House of Commons on 
the previous day, to the Speaker, calling at- 
tention to the disorder which took place at 
the Bar and in the Galleries of the House. 
The Speaker expressed his opinion of these 
deplorable occurrences in terms which left 
nothing to be desired. He was speaking of 
the incidents which took place during the 
Royal Commission, but he was sure that Mr. 
Speaker would equally condemn what took 
place during the debate, and he was abso- 
lutely convinced that in what Mr. Speaker 
said he represented the feeling of the vast 
majority of the members of the House of 
Commons. In those circumstances he did nor 
think that, on the present occasion, any 
action on the part of that. House was called 
for, But he should not be doing bis duty if 
he did not add that in his judgment no 
repetition of such interruptions, either during 
their debates, or at the time of the significa- 
tion of the Roval assent, could be permitted 
without immediate action by their ordships, 
or rather, after what the Speaker had stated 
by both Houses of Parliament.

We welcomed the American historians into 
what was one of the great store-houses of 
the world of historical knowledge, and 
nothing but good could come of such inter- 
course and such research. Nothing 
had. given us greater pleasure than 
the way in which, during recent years, 
historical students in America had been de- 
voting themselves to research and to the his- 
tory of the period of the American revolution, 
which was a period of very vital importance. 
At the time when the revolution took place, 
while to America it was an epoch-making 
event, in this country it was much more in 
the nature of an “ incident,’’ because, at that 
time, we were still continuing the secular 
struggle with France, which led to the final 
conflict and the fall of Napoleon, and were in 
the process of buildi up an Empire in 
other parts of the world. No one here, any 
more than in Anierica, could have visualised 
the consequences in after years. 

Mr. Baldwin then turned to methods of 
learning history.. I have always felt, myself, 
he said, that the most readable histories, 
and the best things to start on, are 
the really “biassed ones, because I have 
always felt that unless a man makes, his 
characters his heroes he seldom is an interest- 
ing writer. If we rely too much on that. we 
very often get false ideas. My first history, 
I think, wes gained partly from fiction—and 
a good dc! of ‘history is fiction—and partly 
from pict“rcs. My earliest history, I think, I 
gleaned from a very beautiful edition of 
Froissart. which taught me a good deal about 
the reigns of Edward II. and Richard Il. ] 
supplemented that with the ‘Tales of a 
Grandfather.’ which no one could claim to be 
unbiassed. Then I passed on to ' The Waver 
ley Novels.’ and what I learned of the 
Jacobite risings I gathered from Sir Walter 
Scott. That coloured my history for a long 
time. and in the same way I remember that 
ene naturally passed on to read, with all the 
interest of the novel, Macaulay, Froude, 
Carlyle, and Clarendon, and, of course, they 
were all as biassed as ever they could stick. 

The question is—How are you to correct 
that later? I am quite sure that if you try 
to bring up a youth on entirely unbiassed his 
tory I do not think that he will ever read 1 
at all. I do not know whether the attempt 
has been made to “ break in ” a student on 
Stubbs. whom, I think, people would find 
extraordinarily difficult to read as a start. 1 
prefer my own method of getting a vivid 
picture first, and correcting it aiterwards, 
hecause, generally speaking, you do not want 
to be fair until you are grown up. I think to 
trv and make voung people see every side 
and sit on the fence and preserve a balance 
would be to train up a generation of mug- 
mumps, who would be singularly ineffective 
in practical life. Continuing, Mr. Baldwin 
said that he did not think that the beaten 
side ever got properly represented in history. 
He had*always lived in the hope that there 
would be a history of the American revolu- 
tion. written from the English point of view. 
Perhaps there was one in existence, but, at 
any rate, he wanted to see such a book 
written from the point of view of the man 
who fought against George Washington. It 
would be a very interesting book, and would 
provide a very fine field of labour for some- 


one.

OFFICIAL RECEIVER’S 
STATEMENT. 

Under a receiving order made against the 
Right Hon. Harold James Selborne Wood- 
house, Baron Terrington of Huddersfield, in 
the County of York, described as a solicitor 
ractising at 11 Clarges street, Mayfair, 
tandan, under the style of H. J. S. Wood- 
house and Co... the first meeting of creditors 
was held at Bankruptcy Buildings, Carey 
street, London. 

Mr. Daniel Williams, Official Receiver, pre- 
sided, and Mr. Shirley Woolmer represented 
the debtor. 

The Chairman dealt with proofs of the debt 
amounting to £420,480, and announced that 
the receiving order was made on July 1 upon 
the petition of Sir H. J. Reckitt, Bart., who 
claimed to be a creditor for £213,936. 

The debtor, the Chairman said, had not 
surrendered to the proceedings. On Jure 24 
the Court made an interim order constituting 
him (the Chairman) the receiver, and, having 
regard to the fact that the debtor had been 
preaching as a solicitor, and that apparently 

usiness was being transacted at the office 
concerning matters of very considerable im- 
portance, he (the Chairman), at the request 
of the petitioning and some of the largest 
creditors, thought fit to appoint special 
managers to take possession of the debtor's 
books and papers, and supervise the practice, 
which was being carried on at Clarges street 
without a qualified person in charge. 


THE DEBTOR'S INTENTION, 


He (the Official Receiver) had sent a form 
of preliminary examination te the debtor, 
who was stated to have gone out of the 
jurisdiction of the Court. According to, the 
information received, the debtor had de- 
parted, not only after judgments for large 
‘sums had been obtained against him in the 
Chancery Division, which were largely placed 
in his possession as soficitor, but also 
after knowledge that the Chancery Judge had 
directed a ne creat 1eqno writ to be issued 
against him. There was no information that 
such writ had been actually served upon the 
debtor. 

Dealing with the present position, the 
Chairman said that the debtor had stated that 
it was imposwible to give the amount of the 
unsecured liabitities without the books, but 
that he had named six clients to whom he 
owed money. With regard to assets in his 
0 "Ta at the date oí the receiving order, 
e hcld cash under £10, some articles of 
lewelery, the furniture was claimed by Lady 
Terrington ; it was impossible to say whether 
there was any value in the goodwill of the 
practice, and the book debts were estimated 
to realise about £200,000. . Was it likely that 
the debts would produce anything like that 
figure? 

A Special Manager—Certainly not in law 
costs. There is a book debt of £80,000 due 
from one client in respect of money lent, and 
that is not worth 80,000 pence i 

The Chairman added that certain life 
policies were included in the assets, belong- 
ing to the marriage settlement and other pro-

£25,000. He understood that it was the 
debtor’s intention to offer a composition ar- 
rangement for the consideration of the 
creditors, but no proposal had yet been 
lodged. The debtor claimed to be perfectly 
solvent, subject to the realisation of his 
assets, and he attiibuted his present position 
to loss on loans to clients who had failed 
to repay the moneys; to excessive interest 
paid to moneylenders and others: to his 
recent ill-health; and to the fact that certain 
very promising businesses had been ruined 
by the general strike and the coal strike,
